TROPHIES

Class 198—These trophies will be retained by the winning contestants. 

Class 46—As miniature cups are unobtainable, a medal of like value will be donated annually 
to the previous year’s winner by Mr. R. W. Dickson. 

Class 172—As miniature cups are unobtainable, a medal of like value will be donated annually 
to the previous year’s vvinner by Dr. S. A. Fishei. 

The Dr. J. L- Mahoney trophy is a perpetual challenge cup which will be awarded to the 
contestant obtaining the highest number of marks during the festival in instrumental classes 
other than piano. A medal will be donated annually to the previous year’s vvinner. 

The Marguerite Learning trophy, open to first prize winners in ali string classes, and 
avvatded to the competitor who, in the opinion of the adjudicator, shows the best musicianship. 

Class 100—A medal will be donated annually to the previous year’s winner by Tommy Biggar. 

Class 62—A special award will be given in this class by Miss Anne Scott-Mumford, Toronto.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


t. Classes in Part 1 are open to ali. 

2. Classes in Part 2 are open to Welland County and the communities of Queenston and 
St. Davids. 

3. In classes where there is an age limit, contestants must be within the age specified of the 
first day of January, 1947. 

4. Competitions shall be open to amateurs only. An amateur shall be defined as follows: Any 
person vvhose principal means of livelihood is obtained from non-musical work, even if he 
or she from time to time accept stipend or honorarium for musical Services rendered, 
providing the amount received for such musical Services does not exceed One Hundred and 
Fifty Dollars per annum. Members of choirs and orchestras may be professionals. 

5. Conductors may be either Professional or amateur. One conductor may conduct any number 
of choirs or orchestras, in same class or othervvise. 

6. No person shall be allovved to compete in more tkan one duet, trio, quartette, choir, orchestra, 
or any other group in the same class. Substitutes shall only be allowed in čase of sickness 
or other valid reasons and shall be subject to the approval of the committee. 

7. Present pupils of adjudicators are barred from competing, and pupils and teachers are 
reminded that an adjudicator is not permitted to enter into any discussion or correspondence 
regarding test pieces, prior to or during the Festival. 

8. Ali test pieces for solo competition should be memorized. Two marks will be deducted for 
using mušic. 

9. Transposition of test pieces, of one tone or semi-tone up or down from the published edition 
will be alloved in ali vocal classes where the key is specified. 

10. Vocal numbers may be sung in the original language if desired. 

11. Ali accompaniments must be played as vvritten. 

12. A competitor entering a class in which he or she may choose a selection, must State the 
title and composer on the entry form, and furnish a copy for the use of the adj udicator. 
No substitution will be allowed after the programme has gone to press. The selection chosen 
must not be listed as a test piece in any other class in the 1946-47 Syllabus. Competitors' 
will be iudged on tbe discrimination shown in their selections, with regard to contrast, ap- 
propriateness, keys, etc., as well as on technique and interpretation. 

13. Competitors should not play repeats in instrumental classes, unless othervvise directed under 
Class number, take second endings. 

14. Ali trios and quartettes, vocal or instrumental, to be unconducted. 

15. Entries close on Saturday, March 8th, 1947. Late entries will be subject to rejection. 

16. The committee reserves the right to refuse any entry. 

17. Entry fees cannot, under any circumstances, be refunded. 

18. In Iarge classes, the adjudicator vvill choose two or more competitors for a final test; the 

marks gained in the preliminary test vvill be added to those of the final test, and the 

avvards will be in accordance with the gross totals. The adjudicator, shall not at the pre- 

liminary contest, make any comment or indicate in any way the standing of the contestants 
whom he may select for final tests. 

19. A Certificate of Merit vvill be avvarded to ali competitors obtaining 80% or more. 

20. Complaints or protests must be made in vvriting directly to the Secretary at the close of 

the session of the competition protested, and must be accompanied by a fee equivalent to the 
amount of the entry fee of the class protested. If the protest is sustained, this fee vvill be 
refunded. In ali matters connected with protests, the decision of the committee shall be final. 

21. When a prize is vvithheld for a breach of the rules, such prize vvill go to the next in order 

of merit. 

22. Competitors vvill be required to be in their places 15 minutes before the scheduled time of 
their performance. 

23. Adjudicators’ decisions are final and performance may be stopped at any time their judgment 
has been formed. 

24. lmmediately the entry list is closed, the committee vvill decide the order in vvhich the classes 
will be taken, and vvill ballot for the order of competing. The committee reserves the right 
to alter the order, if necessary, to suit competitors from a distance. The order of competing 
vvill appear in the programme. 

25. A programme vvill be sent to ali contestants one vveek previous to the Festival, stating the 
time and plače each entry vvill be expected to compete. 

26. Extra programmes may be obtained on the remittance of ten cents to the Secretary. 

27. Ali cheques must be made payable at par in Niagara Falls, Ontario. Out of city cheques 
please add fifteen cents to cover bank charges. 

28. leachers of competitors, and competitors are forbidden to entertain adjudicators in any 
way until the close of the Festival. Infractions of this rule vvill lead to the disqualification 
of ali the competitors concemed. 

29. Competitors may obtain Adjudicators’ reports of their performance by sending a stamped, 
addressed envelope to the Secretary, stating number of Class and competitor, vvithin three 
months of close of festival. 

30. Adjudicators’ reports vvill NOT be given out until after the close of the Festival.
